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EIGHTH GRADE BOYS’ ATHLETICS 


Taking it from the standpoint of athletics, the eighth grade boys have done 
remarkably well this year. 

The first in season was speedball. In the eighth grade there were four 
teams. After many long hard fought battles between the four, the 8 N’s emerged 
the victors of the speedball season. 

Second came the basketball season, with all its excitement. The different 
physical education classes were divided into 13 teams. The Goonies were the 8 A 
and 8 N champs and the Bobcats were the 8 B and 8 J victors. The latters be¬ 
came school champs. 

The third season was track. This includes many different events. They are 
dash, running broad jump, standing broad jump, shot put, high jump, chinning, 
330 yard and two different basket ball events. The eighth grade did remarkably 
well when they met the High School lightweights. The final score was 24 to 44 in 
favor of the High School. Junior High took one first place in the meet. The event 
was High Jump won by Delbert Cleveland. Wilbur Joy also took fopr seconds.

The 
best marks in track meets were dash, 8.9 seconds, done by Joy; shot put, 49 feet 
and 4 inches, done by Joy; running broad jump, 18 feet 1 inch, done by Joy; 
basket ball,* 24 in 2 minutes, done by Ted Anderson; standing broad jump, 7 feet 

5 y 2 inches done by Jay Baker; 330 yard dash, 45.2 seconds, done by M. Lopez; 

chinning, 21, done by C. Hernandez; high jump 4 feet 9 V 2 inches, done by Delbert 
Cleveland; and relay, 39.9, done by a team named the Cobras. 

Every year one event that is always looked for with great enthusiasm is the 
track meet at Hemet. For the third successive year Corona won. There were five . 
other schools besides Corona, competing. Corona won the meet by a large margin' 
The score was Corona 156 and the closest score to that was Hemet 54. The last 

meets in track were the Junior and Senior Pentathlon. The first five places in the 

Juniors were first, James Ganahl; second, Derio Lorenzi; third, Joe Ganahl; fourth, 
Joe Sullivan; and fifth, Kenneth Kilday. The first five places in the Seniors were 
first, Wilbur Joy; second, Robert Cox; third, Jack Murray; fourth, Eldon Veach; 
and fifth, Manuel Lopez. These ten boys will compete m the city meet. 

The last seasons in the year are baseball and tennis. There will be tennis 
tournaments for the seventh and eighth grades. 


GIRLS’ ATHLETICS 

The first two sports taken up this year by the girls' physical education clas¬ 
ses were volley ball and 9 court basketball. The interest and enthusiasm of all 
the girls was held by contests in the form of tournaments among the several seventh 
and eighth grade classes. Both contests ended with the 7 C’s and 8 A’s being left 
to fight it out, each team being victorious in its own grade. 

The courts were lined with interested spectators for 
the championship matches. Screams, groans, yells of encouragement and despair 
were heard from the lips of both the players and those watching. After two hard 
fought games, the 8 A’s in both matches, emerged from the battle-field, dusty, hot, 
tired, but happily victorious.
